It 
tells of his trip from New York to 
South Hampton. 
;'I got on board this steamhip, 


Southwark, Wednesday, August 3d, 
at half-past ten, and had a large es- 
cort party of cousins ancl friends. 
At 


11 a. m. I realized that I was soon to 
part from my family. Then is .when 
my lieart failed me. At last the hour 
came, ancl as the old saying is, 
"the 


best of friends must part." 
The 


steamer, with the help of two boats, 
pulled out from pier No. 14 for Ant- 
werp. 
About 2 p. m. we gob eight 


miles from Sandy Hook, where we 
bad to anchor and wait for high-tide, 
which was to come at 7 p. in. While 
anchored I met on board Hon. John 
Edward Hopley, of Bucyrus, Ohio, 
who is on his way to South Hampton 
as United States consul. He men- 
tioned people"from Portsmouth that 
he knows, among them being Hon. 
Judge A. C. Thompson, Philo S. 
Clark, Charles Hard and our represen- 
tative, Floyd McCormick. I had to 
promise him on my way back to come 
through South Hampton and spend a 
few days. 
I am writing tins on Fri- 


day, August 12bli. 
We are about 225 


miles from tlie first place where, we 
expect to land \vhich is South Hamp- 
ton. 
We will lay over at 
South 


Hampton, perhaps a half hour, to let, 
oir ninety passengers. 
Tlien we con- 


tinue our trip to Antwerp, which 
takes about thirty-four hours. I ex- 
pect to mail my letters at South 
Hampton. I will give the distances 
wo made every day, which is posted 
at 12 noon. They 
move up their 


time-pieces every day. 
I am carry- 


ing New York time, which is one 
hour faster than Portsmouth stand- 
ard time. 
I now have 7:15 a. m. by 


my watch, and the time on ^the ship 
is .twenty minutes to 12. 
We will 


have dinner ready in twenty minutes, 
from what I observe. 
When we eat 


dinner, the Portsmouth people eat 
their breakfast.

more difference than that at the 
point I am going to.

the cable was carelessly and negli- 
gently brought down to within about 
four feet of the ground or surface of 
the street, and fastened to one of 
the pins, or steps on the pole; that

abofe defects and negligence a power- 
ful and deadly current of electricity 
was conducted to and circulated upon 
the pole down to the step, or pin, at 
a point within a few feet, not .to ex- 
ceed four and one-half feet from the 
ground or surface of the street; that 
the pole had iron pins, or steps, com- 
ing to within eighteen inches of .the 
ground, and that like pins, or steps, 
were placed in the pole at intervals

Washington, Aug. 27.—Among 
the 


arrivals of prominent men at Wash- 
ington was that of Rear 
Admiral 


Schley. 


He was quickly noticed at most of 


the 
stations 
along 
the 
line 
and 


throughout the trip he was greeted 
with cheering crowds. 


When the train pulled into the depot 


aere he found a compact mass of spec- 
tators which filled the depot and over- 
flowed out into the train shed. The 
admiral and Mrs. Schley when they 
appeared were greeted with cheers and 
shouts of "hurrah for Schley." 


Everybody joined in the shouting 


and the depot attaches crowded about 
the admiral and insisted on a hand- 
shake. 
At the gates the crowd in- 


creased and amld*deafening cheers the 
admiral and his wife, the former with 
bat off, passed through two solid lines 
of people. A lieutenant and squad of 
police with difficulty cleared a pas- 
sageway to the carriage which was in 
waiting. Through a mass of vehicles 
tnat had been drawn up by curious 
drivers, the hansom pulled into Penn- 
sylvania avenue and proceeded directly 
to the Shoreham hotel. 


There were groups of cheerers all 


the way and a cavalcade of cyclists 
formed a voluntary escort. The ad- 
miral stayed only a few minutes a' 
the hotel and then drove over to the 
navy department where, without any 
preliminaries, he reported directly to 
Acting Secretary Allen. 


The latter accompanied him to the 


White House, reaching there at 4:50 
p. m. 


The president gave him a most cor- 


dial reception. The president thanked 
the admiral as he had Admiral Samp 
son for the success of July 3 and took 
occasion to say that it was that battle 
which brought about the surrender o; 
Santiago.

During most of the conference, 
which occupied an hour. Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Moore was present. 


Many of the friends of the Admiral 


and Mrs. Schley learned of their pres- 
ence at the hotel and called during 
the evening. 


Although considerably better he is 


not well and says he expects to leave 
here to visit relatives in Maryland, 
which he probably will consume sev- 
eral days, after which he will go to 
Connecticut to remain until about time 
to start for Porto Rico. 


Some ship other than the Brooklyn, 


he said, would be selected for this 
purpose, as tiie Brooklyn was about to 
undergo nee.dsd repairs. 


The admiral during

evening 


talked briefly of some of the principal 
incidents of the fight which led to iiie 
destruction of Cervera's squadron and

diverted the course of his ships, send- 
ng some of them east and others to 
.he west, It is my belief that he might 
lave escaped with one or possibly two 
of the vessels. Such a course natur- 
ally would1 have compelled us to sep- 
arate our fleet and some of Cervera'a 
ships might have been able to have 
reached Havana."

miral stayed only a few minutes at 
the hotel and then drove over to the 
navy department where, without any 
preliminaries, he reported directly to 
Acting Secretary Allen. 


The latter accompanied him to the 


White House, reaching there at 4:50 
p. m.
